property of mankind and any Interrnptton of the 
general enjoyment of its benellts by inunopolles Is 
a vtolation of a higher law full of direful conse­ 
quences to the violator; that the system of giving 
A e pabilo work to oontraclors should he abolished; 
that all railroads, express companies, telegraph 
companies, Ac., should bo run by the government 
and the proceeds used for the beaeht of the wholo 
people; that education 
should 
i>e free to ail 
and 
that 
ail 
colleges 
ana 
schools 
should 
bo open, 
free of 
cost, 
to 
all 
classes 
and 
be carried on by the government likewise; that on 
all unimproved property the govornment should 
erect buildings to be let at cost to the people; that 
to prevent fraud a new oharlor for the city shonld 
be passed, and that all tax levies should be sub­ 
m itted to the people lor their approval or rejec­ 
tion, and that montnly returns of moneys obtain ed 
and expended should be fUrnlsned by every bead of 
a departm ent; tbat all fees of office should be abol­ 
ished. and the salaries of all public officers made to 
com port with tne wages of the workingmen.

BEOOKLYN TARPAPEES IN COUNCIL 


Under a call signed by a nam ber ol repnbltcans a 
m ass meeting of reformers was held last m ght at 
the Brooklyn Blok, in Clermont avenue, near Myitie. 
The call was to the eflect that gli citlaena oppoeofi to 
sfieelal legiiiaUOil, eonierrlng nniunlted power on 
irresponsible commissioners, and who were opposed 
to the incompetent, extravagant and corrupt couise 
of tne city and county officials, and who would pro­ 
tect the interests of the taxpayers, should meet and 
adopt measures to do so. There were not over 
three hundred 
persons present. 
The meeting 
w u called to order at eight o'clock by Captain 
Snow of the Nineteenth ward. 
Mr. E. T. BACxnousE was then introduced as pre­ 
siding officer, and brtelly stated the object which 
had drawn them together. Be believed this meet­ 
ing was composed of men wno were seakmg to 
office—men wno were ready to throw oil their 
shackles and who had come together for the public 
good. They were desirous of ridding themselves 
of office-holders wbo would take iheir last dollar. 
All they askod was th at tne money they contributed 
would be used honestly. 
Mr. EoTBS read a long list of vice presidents and 
secretaries. 
Mr. H. C. R10«« was then Introdnced, and made 
a lengthy speech. In which be endeavored to show 
tbat the accounts of (he city and county govern­ 
ments were Incorrectly stated. The rights of the 
citizens to assemble In mass on occasions of 
this 
kind 
could 
not 
be 
overestimated. 
It 
was the very bulwark of our republican institutions. 
He then referred to the causes which led to the ex­ 
posure of the corruptions in New York, and said the 
causes in 
Brooklyn were kindred to those 
in 
the cltv of New York. These frauds were tbe dis­ 
ease which seemed to strike down at a single blow 
what seemed to oe the public credit of the city. 
Tiicy claimed tt to be the right of every man 
living 
nnder 
a 
form 
of 
government 
like 
ours to make inquiries concerning the stewardship 
of those who were in places of trust. They had the 
right to see tbat the affairs were conducted In an 
honest manner. 
They were not there to make 
charges, but to consider whether U be not best,

I t would appear tbat the dense fog which bnng 
ever the water off sandy Hook on Monday night 
and the whole of yesterday gave rise to considera* 
able mlsapprehcostou, aUke In the minds of the old 
naarlners, and the fresh water sailors, wlih reference 
to the arrival of the Russian fleet. 
Tbe pilot woo 
brought the ocean-going steamer Oceanic Inio port 
yesterday morning reported tnat the long-Iooked-for 
vessels had arrived m the offing, ana tnis was tele- 
graphed to 
several evening 
papers. In wttich

This 
Intimation 
created 
a

deal of excitement, and itioi alljr started some of the 
Executive Committee on the “run,” aa all the 
details, such as printing ana other minor matters, 
had not been quite completed. 
Messengers were 
sent to every quarter where there was a likelihood 
of receiving tne correct news, but In a short time 
each of these returned with the same storv, that tbe 
pilot “most have made a mistake.” It u supposed 
that he saw the American war vessels which are 
lying anchored off the shore opposite the llghUblp, 
but bemg unable to dlstlugulsn clearly the character 
of tbe vessels, owing to the fog, he concluded they 
must be the Russians. 
Indeed, for the past forty- 
eight hours the icrille imaginations of some of the 
individuals on the lookout have construed every 
steamtng or foreign going vessel into a Rnsslan 
“maa-o’-war.” It 1s certain, however, that li the 
royal convoy has been retarded by no special acci­ 
dent or uncommonlT adverse circumstances tbcy 
cannot possibly be far off.

Yesterday morning. In the Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers. Judge Ingraham granted the mandamus asked 
for by tho Department of Docks against Deputy 
Comptroller Green, requiring him to pay over to the 
treasurer of tne departm ent $600,000 to carry on the 
necessary improvements. The following is his opin­ 
ion explaining the basis ol the deiLslou and tno 
am ount of money to be paid over to tho departm ent

The act Of 1870 to reorganize the local government 
of New York, as amended by the act passed April 18, 
1871, gave to the Department of Docks the sole power 
to lay out, establisu and cuustruci wharves, piers, 
bulkheads and slips. By section 11 it Is made the 
duty of the Comptroller, when directed by the com ­ 
m issioners of the Sinking Fund, to Issue bonds, to 
be called dock bonds of the city of New York, for 
the purpose of raising the moneys necessary to carry 
out the provisioQs of tbe act. The issue of bouds is 
Umiled to $3.000,000 in any one year. 
The proceeds 
of sncb bonds are to be draw n out of the trcasnry 
and paid by tbe Comptroller on the reriuisition of the 
Departm ent of Docks. 
Under these provisions the 
com ptroller has paid lo the departm ent tne sum of 
$600,000 under the requlsuion made by the Depart­ 
m ent of Docks for $1.000,000 In May, 1871.

Our cable news from day to day and the 
letters of oar special correspondenU make it 
abundanUy plain that at last a financial crisis 
has arrived In France. It is not wonderful 
that It should be so. What nation or people 
could hare passed through the ordeal to which 
France has been subjected without suffering 
shipwreck ? In spite of her accumulated and 
rapidly recurring misfortunes, France has 
revealed a spring and elasticity In matters 
financial which has surprised and astonished 
the world. When days were darkest, with 
how litUe difflculty did Gambetta get the 
money he needed 1 Later, how France, which 
was supposed to be exhausted, rushed to the 
rescue when money was wanted to pay the 
first indemnity! The farseeing, however, were 
not deceived by these signs of strength. In 
tbe emergency in which France found herself 
it was not unnatural for the nations to make 
some show of sympathy; it was as little 
unnatural for the French people to give some 
proof of patriotism. In spite of outside sym­ 
pathy, however, and in spite of patriotism. It 
was manifest that a financial crash sooner or 
later must come. 
That it has come we dare not yet affirm. 
But it is no longer to be denied that tbe 
enthusiasm is waning and that the actual 
situation Is being revealed. It is now said 
that there is great scarcity of money in Paris, 
and that tbe crisis la daily increasing in Inten­ 
sity. On Monday the Bank of France, in order 
to relieve the public distress, commenced to 
issue thirty-five millions of francs in currency 
of small denominations. There is no mis­ 
taking the meaning of this movement on tbe 
part of the government. In this country we 
know what paper currency means. In our 
case it has worked well, and we have reason 
to be proud of it; but we have no reason to 
conclude that what we could do in oar ex­ 
tremity France dare do in hers. Our enormoos 
territory, our rapidly increasing resources, 
the industry and enterprise of our people—all 
these made the experiment safe with us. To 
find a suitable example of the possible, 
if not probable or certain, result of her 
new experiment, France had better look 
back and reflect on her own sad experience 
in the years that followed her first great Revo- 
Intion. The France of to-day is not the 
France which the republicans formed in 1789 
and subseqnent years. Then tbe national do- 
mains were large, tbe real estate of the Chnrch 
was enormous, and the property of tbe heredi­ 
tary landlords amounted to one-half of the 
entire property of the kingdom. It was easy 
to seize on tbe estates of tbe Church ; it was 
a simple way of raising money to confiscate 
the property of the large land owners; nor was 
it an inconvenient mode of obtaining currency 
to issue assignats without limit on tbe secarity 
of the national domains. The Frenchmen of 
this generation have not forgotten the suffer­ 
ings of their fathers and the complete failure 
of the schemes of finance introduced by the 
revolutionists. 
It is still remembered in 
France that In 1793-4 the merchant was com­ 
pelled to sell his wares and the farmer his 
produce for assignats which were positively 
worth nothing. It is a noteworthy fact that in 
1797 the assignats bad fallen to a two hun­ 
dred and fiftieth part of their nominal value. 
The national bankruptcy had in fact existed 
for several years before it was formally 
declared 
by 
the Directory. 
All this, 
too, in spite of the 
enormous 
re* 
sources of the government, including 
the property of the Church, the estates of tbe 
great nobles, and what once were Crown 
lands, and in spite of the severe laws which 
were enacted and enforced to sustain the value 
of tbe government money. As we have said, 
the France of to-day is very different from the 
France of ninety years ago. There are no 
Church lands to seize. There are no great 
land owners to dispossess. France is not by 
any means without great resources; but tbe 
enormous advantages resulting to the govern­ 
ments of tbe first revolutionary period from 
seizure and confiscation are totally wanting 
to the government of to-day. 
Let us look at tbe actual condition of France. 
It is not to be forgotten that, in addition to 
the demoralizing and weakening influences of 
a great and humiliating defeat, France has 
lost a considerable portion of her territory and 
some millions of tbe most industrious and 
enterprising of her population. Then, again, 
who can calcnlate how much loss France has 
sustained in consequence of the war, from the 
cessation of all industry—agricultural, com­ 
mercial and manufacturing ? All this is bad 
to begin with ; but when we begin' to look at 
tbe actual figures we are filled with alarm. 
Before the late war the debt of France was 
more than sufficiently burdensome. Year 
by year it was found that not less 
than fourteen millions and a half sterling, 
or seventy-one and a half millions of dollars 
were required to pay tbe interest on the public 
debt. 
Since then there have been three 
loans—that contracted by the empire in the 
last days of its existence, that contracted by 
Gambetta, and the more recent loan for the 
payment of the first portion of the German 
indemnity. It is calculated that the annual 
interest on these loans cannot be under forty 
millions of dollars. It is also calculated that 
the remainder of tbe Indemnity, If borrowed 
on tbe same terms, will involve an annual 
charge of forty million dollars more. Eighty 
millions of dollars have thus to be added to 
tbe seventy-one and a half of the previous 
debt. It is estimated that three millions, 
seven bnndred and fifty thousand dollars will 
be needed to pay tbe interest due to tbe 
Eastern Railway Company. 
Then one 
hundred millions of dollars are to be expended 
in aiding tbe sufferers in tbe provinces, and 
one hundred millions more will be needed to 
repair roads and canals, and to meet other 
necessities. The interest on these two hundred 
milliouB is set down at slightly under twelve 
millions of dollars. This latter, with tbe 
interest due to the Eastern Railsoad, swells 
the whole sum to be paid annually by 
tbe government, in the shape of in­ 
terest, to one hundred 
and 
seventy 
millions of dollara. As near as possible tbe 
actual sum which France will have to pay 
in the future in the shape of interest will be 
two hundred millions of dollars—an increase 
due to the war of some eighty-three millions 
and a half. These are the figures of M. 
Michel Chevalier, one of the ablest and cer- 
oot Um BOtt desDoadiRg of tbe 


financiers of France. 
A more discouraging 
exhibit is scarcely conceivable. 
It would be rash to conclude that France is 
unequal to the heavy task which is set before 
her. She has encountered and overcome 
great trials before. Crushed and weak as she 
is to-d ly, she is not without great spirit and 
high hopes. At tbe same time it is impossi­ 
ble to refuse to admit that for years to come 
France will not be dangerous as a war Power 
in Europe. A great future may yet be before 
ber; but if the French people would avoid 
national bankruptcy and all its ruinous and 
demoralizing accompaniments and conse­ 
quences, they will cultivate for some genera- 
tiouB to come tbe arts of peace. Of war and 
the so-oalled glory of war they have surely had 
enough. Lot them adopt a new role and the 
nation may yet be great. 


Tbe Mexiean Revolatlon. 
The latest movement undertaken by the 
opposing military chiefs of Mexico against the 
government of President /uarez remains in 
full revolutlouary career in many districts of 
the republic. The pronunciados are In force 
at different points along the lino of the Rio 
Grande 
and 
at 
various 
places 
in 
the interior. Telegraphs have been cut 
and the mails robbed of their con­ 
tents. A H erald courier brought news 
of the latest aspect of the situation to Mata­ 
moros. His despatches have been telegraphed 
specially to New York and are published in 
our issue to-day. General Pedro Martinez 
has obtained the support of tbe Gbiveruor of 
Nuevo Leon, and renewed his effort of last 
year against the existing executive. Trevino 
denounced the Juarez rule openly, and soldiers 
were called on to declare themselves for or 
against. Monterey was disloyal, as wore 
the smaller cities of tbe State. Neutrals 
suffer vastly in 
their 
properly and 
by 
tbe 
interruption of their lawful 
pursuits. 
The United 
States Consul 
at Monterey has been mulcted in a forced 
loan. An engagement took place between the 
troops under Martinez and a body of govern­ 
ment soldiers near Buena Vista. Juarez’s 
men were moving to the relief of Cospada, 
but the revolutionists succeeded in cutting 
off their wagons and doing them other 
Injuries. 
Thus the national émbroiíment 
in Mexico appears to be still more 
general, and foreign comm?rce is agaiu 
affrighted from tbe country by the noise of the 
conflicting claims of the rival chieftains and 
the clang of arms of idle soldiers, who strike 
in battle rather than go to work at honest and, 
consequently, more honorable pursuits. 
Mexico, untrue to herself, may bacome a 
very dangerous neighbor to tbe united repub­ 
lic of America, and that at no distant day. 


The Fire Fieod in GermnnY—Darmstadt 
in Danger and tbe Conrt Theátre in 
Rnins. 
The cable telegram news reports from Darm­ 
stadt which are published in the H e ra ld to­ 
day will bring alarm, pain and anxiety to tbe 
minds of a vast number of our readers, with 
a sense of sincere sorrow to the hearts of the 
American people at large. Darmstadt city, 
the capital of the Grand Duchy of Ilesse- 
Darmstadt, is in danger of being rendered 
desolate by the fire fiend. The old German 
town, with its treasures of art and science 
and its valuable capital in machinery, is likely 
to share tbe same fate as did new Chicago, 
with its granaries and fertile sources of giant 
productive promise. The celebrated Court 
Theatre of Darmstadt took fire yesterday 
evening, and the noble pile was completely de­ 
stroyed by eight o’clock. As in this country 
during the progress of the late conflagrations, 
the flame was aided by the wind. A heavy 
easterly gale fanned it on its course. It com­ 
menced to travel towards the upper town. 
The arsenal was in danger. It had been 
evacuated by tbe troops. Should Darmstadt 
be destroyed the religious world will grieve, 
and Protestantism particularly mourn for tbe 
calamity which will have befallen its 
cloisters. 
Literature will suffer a heavy 
blow In the destruction of the three hun­ 
dred thousand volumes which fill the 
shelves of the Grand Ducal Library, in­ 
dependent of the manuscript treasures of 
many savans. Art will have cause to grieve 
amid the ruins of celebrated galleries of paint­ 
ings and statuary, of tbe museum of natural 
history and of tbe grand botanic garden. Sol­ 
diers would sorrow for the military academy 
and extensivo armory. The drama will make 
plaint for the Court Theatre. The Catholics 
will have to proclaim tbe loss of a raagnidcent 
church, while German commerce will suffer 
more or less from tbe loss of tbe mint. The 
Tbeatre-Platz of Darmstadt is adorned with 
elegant statues of Philip the Generous and 
George the First. We hope sincerely that the 
good old German town may come through 
the fiery ordeal, even with the loss of the 
Court Theatre; that the city which gave 
Liebig to the cause of science may be pre­ 
served.

An H onest O fficial.—City Chamberlain 
John J. Bradley publishes a card to-day, in 
which he sets forth the amounts paid over by 
blm to the credit of the city out of the interest 
on the deposits in bis hands as City Chamber­ 
lain and County Treasurer. Tbe total exceeds 
the large sum of one hundred and sixty-five 
thousand dollars. 
All of this Chamberlain 
Rradley might legally have put into bis own 
pocket. But he had before him the precedent 
on the one side of his immediate predecessor, 
Peter B. Sweeny, who had paid the interest

The Deaiocraer and the Nex* Preeldenoy- 
Aaether «New Departere»' PrepoMd, Beld 
aad Decisive. 
In a recent article on the perplexlUes of the 
democratic party and Its manifest weakness 
against General Grant In reference to the next 
Presidency, we suggested a new departure, 
involvlag the abandonment of the old party 
ritual and the adoption even of a new name, 
with a new organization calculated to absorb 
all the floating materials of the country, as the 
only plan offering a chance of success. The 
leading democratic organ of Missouri—tbs St. 
Louis Republican—propoBBB substantially the 
same experiment from the same view of the 
situation. Thus the democratic party of the 
Union are recommended to try the experiment 
for the Presidency of a liberal republican 
movement, ticket and programme, against the 
regular radical ticket, the plan whereby the 
democracy of Missouri have revolutionized 
that State. Our St. Louis contemporary con­ 
tends that “the radical party must be unseated 
at Washington, just as it was unseated In Mis­ 
souri, by tbe democrats abstaining from a 
Presidential nomination, and leaving the 
nomination of a ticket which they may sup­ 
port to the lib’ral element of the other parly.’ ’ 
In support of this line of action—the Mis­ 
souri democratic line—it is argued that even 
if a regular democrat, such as Groosbeck, 
Hancock, Hendricks or Chase, could be 
elected, it would be a barren victory, because 
a radical Coogress, which canaot be reached 
by the democrats for years to coma in the 
Senate, “would tie the hands of the demo­ 
cratic President, and give us the history of 
tbe Andrew Johnson administratioa over 
agaiu.” This is a strong point In favor of tbe 
Missouri democratic example of falling back 
upon a liberal republican bolter from the camp 
of the administration party; and our Missouri 
philosopher tlnally contends that tha election 
of a liberal republican President by the aid of 
democratic votes, “though not a full demo­ 
cratic triumph, would bo an inestimable 
improvement on the present order of things.” 
This is according to the old rule that “half 
a loaf is better than no bread at all." We 
think, too, that not only is the course sug­ 
gested the best course, but that it is the only 
plan of operations which offers the democratic 
party the prospect of succew in the joining 
Presidential contest—that is, the plan of 
abandoning the old democratic position, and 
of fighting General Grant within the republi­ 
can lines and with bis own party weapons. 
On the division of the spoils alone there are 
half a dozen republican Senators and a scor e 
or two of republican members of tbe House 
of Representatives, with a host of other dis­ 
appointed men among the local leaders and 
managers of the party—here, there and every- 
where—wno are ready for ’ a bolt with any­ 
thing like a show for a new division of tbe 
plunder in 1873 from the election in 
1872 of a new President. These disaffected 
Senators, House niembers of Congress and 
local leaders and managers, with a fair open­ 
ing on a bolting republican, could probably 
carry off from General Grant two or three 
hundred thousand votes, between New York 
and Missouri, which would be aufflcient for the 
defeat of General Grant and his party for 
President and Congress. 
The personal grievances of such men as 
Sumner, Fenton, Greeley, “Rufe Andrews,” 
Coxe of Ohio, Trumbull, Logan, Gratz Brown 
and Carl Schurz can bo satisfied only with 
some decisive stroke of revenge against Gene­ 
ral Grant himself. These men and all of their 
tribe see that they can make nothing and can 
expect nothing by a bolt to the democracy; 
but if the democracy will only bolt over to 
them on a liberal republican platform, theü 
Fenton and Greeley can make the fur fly from 
the back of Collector Murphy. All the elec­ 
tions of the year in the Northern States show 
that the democrats in 1872, on a democratic 
ticket and platform against General Grant, 
have not the ghost of a chance; but in New 
York, we begin to think, our November elec­ 
tion will show conclusively that the Missouri 
democratic game of going over to the liberal 
republicans is full of promise. Senator Fen- 
ton takes no interest in this election beyond 
the defeat of Collector Murphy, and Mr. 
Greeley, with one of tbe Coll ector’s army hats 
pulled down over his eyes, is blind to the sins 
of Tammany Hall, Surely these defections 
will work to the advantage of the democrats in 
our Impending November State contest. It is 
probable, indeed, that the consequences will em­ 
brace the election, not only of the democratic 
State ticket, but of a democratic Legislature. 
If so, then we may next expect to see the 
democratic party, on this proposed new de­ 
parture of waiving its own claims and preten­ 
sions to tbe next Presidency, in a fusion with 
the liberal republicans on a liberal republican 
ticket and platform. Then we may look for 
tbe call of a liberal Republican National Con­ 
vention and the nomination of some such 
ticket as Logan and Fenton, or Sumner and 
Logan, or Gratz Brown and Greeley, or 
something of that sort, on the liberal platform 
of free trade, revenue feform, general amnesty 
and a reform in the civil service in a new 
division of tbe spoils. This is the new party 
movement, no doubt, which lies at the bottom 
of the political reform speeches of Carl 
SchuTB, which started the fire of Greeley 
against Murphy, of Fenton against Conkling, 
of Sumner against Si. Domingo, and of all tbe 
disappointed republican office-seekers against 
General Grant. No matter. The democrats, 
in dropping their own organization in 1872 
and in inviting the bolting republicans to 
come to the front—with their ticket and plat­ 
form compounded from the doctrines of Carl 
Scburz, Trumbull, Sumner, Fenton and 
Greeley—will bo taking the road to victory. 
Otherwise they will enter the field only to be 
again defeated in 1872, as in 1864 and 1868. 
The M ichigan F ires.—Tbe report that an 
extra session of the Michigan Legislature was 
to be held to take measures to relieve the siif- 
ferers by the late terrible fires in the State is 
contradicted. 
It is stated that Governor 
Baldwin has carefully considered this ques- 
tion, and is clearly of opinion that tbe State 
constitution so stringently ties up and limits 
the power of tbe Legislature that. If it were 
called together, It could accomplish nothing 
substantial In tbe way of relief. This de­ 
cision is not calculated to encourage outside 
subscriptions. Yet a State that cannot help 
itself in such a dire emergency is deserving 
of universal sympathy. The constitution of 
Michigan sadly needs aQOodmeot.

Judge Ingraham yesterday granted the ap- 
plication for a mandamus to compel Deputy 
Oomptroller Green to pay over to the Depart­ 
ment of Docks the sum of five hundred thous­ 
and dollars for the prosecution of the work 
commenced by the department on the wharves, 
piers, bulkheads and slips of the city. This 
decision settles the question as to tbe right of 
the Dock Commissioners to caU for the Issue 
of bonds to the amount of three million dol­ 
lars in the course of the year for the purposes 
of the improvements confided to their bands, 
and removes the permanent works undertaken 
by the Board out of the operation of the Two 
Per Cent act, which is declared to have 
reference only to the regular annual expenses 
of the various municipal departments. At the 
same time Judge Ingraham rendered his de­ 
cision in the case of the Central Park Com­ 
missioners against the* Comptroller, and 
granted the mandamus asked for to require 
the issue of bonds for permanent improvements 
in the Park. The expenditure for such work, 
he bolds, is not embraced within the scope of 
the Two Per Cent act. But, so far as tbe 
ordinary annual expenses of the parks and 
public places are concerned, be decides that 
the amounts to bs expended must be limited to 
the moneys appropriated therefor by the 
Board of Apportionment under the said act, 
and as that amount has been already paid 
over to the Park Department by the Comp­ 
troller no further sum can be claimed during 
the present year on that aooount. 
It has heretofore, under the regime of Park 
Commissioner Green, been the custom to 
expend more than tbe annual appropriation 
for tbe care and maintenance of the Park and 
to balance the account the following year under 
the head of “Deficiencies.” We presume this 
practice will be adhered to by the present 
Board. At all events, it Is certain that tbe 
Central Park and the other oity parks cannot 
be abandoned, and that tbe amount necessary 
for their proper maintenanoe must be forth­ 
coming from some source or other. It would 
be absurd to continue the permanent improve­ 
ments of the Park and to discontinue its 
efficient management and oare. 


Germany, the Papeoy aad the New Game 
ef Blee^ k - 
^ ^ , 
The restoration of the German empire undei 
William the First, so far as can be judged 
from certain recent movements, is not looked 
upon with disfavor at Rome. Since the com­ 
mencement of the sorrows of the Holy Father, 
William, as King of Prussia and as Emperor 
of Germany, has uniformly acted and spoken 
as if he were a friend of the Holy See. It is 
not, therefore, wonderful that the Holy Father 
should look to the Emperor William, now that 
he finds himself in a tight place. 
The empire and the Papacy have always 
gone together. The Papacy was almost dead 
when Charlemagne, at the beginning of the 
ninth century, took it by tbe hand. Under 
the patronage of the great Charles the Pope 
became almost as mighty as the Emperor. 
After the death of Charles, and when tbe em­ 
pire was divided among his sons, tbe Papacy 
lost its power and sank into contempt. With 
the rise of the First Otho and the establishment 
of tbe German empire, properly so called, rose 
again from its ashes tbe rained Papacy. 
Under the Second Otho, who lost influence, 
and who permitted disunion, the Papacy again 
fell. The Third Otho made Rome the chief 
city of the empire, and threw around the Pa­ 
pacy all tbe attractions of imperial splendor. 
The times of Frederic Barbarossa and the 
times of Charles the Fifth fre equally illus­ 
trative of our pnnciple. With the unity of 
tbe empire and with a strong secular govern- 
ment the Papacy, as a rule, has prospered. 
The first French empire and the second French 
empire claimed to represent the empire of 
Charlemagne. The First Napoleon and the 
Third for this reason assumed the protectorate 
of tbe Papacy. In both cases the protectorate 
was powerful, but in both cases it was to tbe 
Papacy rather a misfortune than a benefit. 
The tall of France and the rise of Germany, 
while they have been associated with the mis­ 
fortunes of tbe Chair of St. Peter, have given 
birth to conditions which inspire tbe Papacy 
with hope. 
The ecclesiastical authorities at Rome, 
always wise in their generation, see in the 
new German empire. In spite of its Protestant 
proclivities, a great and permanent Power and 
a more than possible ally. They see, or think 
they see, the empire of Charlemagne, of Otho, 
of Fred.’ric of tbe Red Beard, of Charles 
the Fifth, revived. They know Bismarck’s 
ambition, and they are not wholly Ignorant of 
his secrets. South Germany, already an Inte­ 
gral portion of the empire, is Catholic. For 
South Germany’s sake Berlin needs tbe sym- 
pathy and co-operation of the Holy See. Aus­ 
trian Germany must soon become an integral 
portion of the empire; but Austrian Ger- 
many, which is Catholic to the backbone, 
needs to be assured that in becoming part of 
tbe new empire which Bismarck has created 
it will not be either denied its rights or lost to 
Rome. Then, again, Bismarck has his eyes 
on Poland. What be contemplates is not the 
annexation of Poland to the German empire, 
but tbe re-establlshmeat of tbe Polish king­ 
dom and the building np of a powerful national 
barrier wall between Germany and Russia. 
Poland is Roman Catholic, and Bismarck and 
the Pope are equally well aware that the 
Chair of St. Peter must not be despised In the 
proposed reconstruction of the map of Europe. 
These things being well considered It will not 
be thought so wonderful that Rome and Ber­ 
lin should be so well agreed. The empire is 
restored. Tbe Papacy may yet revive. 
The Columbia (S. C.) Phcenix publishes a 
letter from a prominent politician in Minne­ 
apolis, Minnesota, to a friend in Columbia, 
in which tbe writer strongly depre­ 
cates tbe idea of Wade Hampton that the 
Southern democrats should take no part in 
the next Democratic National Convention. 
Opinion in tbe South is still very much 
divided on the snbject. 


P hilad elp h ia reports one hundred and 
fifty-one deaths in that city ft'om smallpox 
during the last three weeks, which is large 
enough for an ordinary epidemic.

The late 
frosts in the spring and finally tbe heavy hail 
storms also conduced to add to the destruc­ 
tion of the vintage. The evil does not rest 
even here. It Is well that previous to the war 
there was on band a large quantity ol 
wines in the cellars and stores of tbe 
grape growers. This in itself was suf- 
flcient to make up for a deficiency which might 
result from a small or bad yield, but all this, 
or the greater portion of it, was “gobbled up" 
by the Germans, and thus the stock has been 
diminished beyond any equal iu past years. 
The amount of wines destroyed by the invad­ 
ing soldiers will, it is feared, never be ascer­ 
tained. The consequence of this will be that 
for some time to come we shall have little or 
none of tbe sparkling beverage, and the littla 
that will be supplied will be drawn from 
reserves at enormously high rates.

General Trevino Pronounces Against the Presi­ 
dent’s Election and Plan of Goyernmcnt. 


Forced Loans, Military Rallies and the 
Chieftains Choosing Sides. 


MATAMOROS LIEELT TO REBEL. 


The following special despatch 
to the

espondent in Matamoros, Mexico:-— 


M atam oros, Oct, 21, 
> 
Via C orpus C ubisti, Texas, Oct. 24, 1871.) 
Tbe Mexican rebels have cut the telegraph 
and taken the mails from the stages. The 
communication with the interior is closed. 
The H e ra ld courier, who arrived at an 
early hour yesterday, left Monterey on the 
8th instant. 
He was detained at Cerralvo 
during several days and then permitted to 
proceed. The Monterey pronunciamiento is 
by Trevino, the Governor of Nuevo Leon, 
combined 
with 
Pudro 
Martinez, 
who 
headed 
tbe 
revolution 
last 
year, 
the 
imperialist, Guiroga, General Naranjo and 
others. Trevino is a fighter, but no states­ 
man. He is very timid in State craft. 
He 
left Monterey in the last days of September 
for a suburb six miles distant. On the day 
following that of his departure an official fol­ 
lowed him and announced the arrest of all the 
federal officials la Monterey and the smaller 
cities of t]|g State. 
Trevino approved of the act, and iseued 
a pronunciamiento in favor of General Diaz, 
declaring Juarez’s election fraudulent and bis 
administration guilty 
of 
corruption 
and 
tyranny, and that reforms were necessary. 
He then returned to Montery, and imposed 
a forced loan of $50,000 on the place. 
The American Cónsul Ulrich was required 
to pay $1,500. He refused, and hoisted his 
flag and protested in the name of tho American 
citizens. 
Several Americans, including Mrs. Rankin, 
the missi|)nary, publicly refused to join in the 
protest. 
General Tr^.rino gave Consul Ulrich ten 
days to pay up or elso be imprisoned. 
The money was paid. 
General Trevino then recrnited 800 men and 
moved toward Saltillo, which was defended 
by Governor Cespada, a Jnarist. 
General Martinez, with 200 cavalry, moved 
on Saltillo by a different ronte, and reached 
the othe r side of the city. 
When near Bnena 
Vista he encountered 600 government infantry 
moving to the assistance of Cespada. 
Martinez cat off tbe wagons from the main 
body and charged the government troops 
twice. 
The latter formed in hollow square and re­ 
pulsed him, killing many of his men and 
wounding him. 
At the moment of the latest accounts Gen­ 
eral Trevino was still before Saltillo awaiting 
the arrival of artillery. 
Cespada being reinforced, was rapidly for­ 
tifying his positions. 
The revolutionists claim that ten States 
have pronounced and will join them, but this 
is regarded as improbable. 
Escobedo doubtless supports the govern­ 
ment, as he is an enemy of Trevino. He will 
prevent tbe revolutionists from penetrating to 
the interior. The Custom House at Gnavos, 
on the Zona Libre line, has been removed. 
Naranjo, with a few htmdred men, is near 
tbe Tamaulipas boundary line and threatens 
Mier and other places of Northern Tamaulipas. 
Cortina’s forces arc snpporting Juarez in 
front of Naranjo. 
The latter wrote to Cortina, nrging him to 
join the movement, but he refused. 
Canales is at Victoria. He remains quiet, 
waiting the issue of events. 
On the 11th instant Major Zermeno, of tbe 
Fourth cavalry, stationed here, raised a cry 
for Diaz with twenty men, and rode into the 
country. A squadron of Cortina’s forces pur- 
sued him, overtook bis force and routed it. 
' 
Zermeno Is now in Brownsville laid up sick. 
General Palacio, commanding here, has issncd 
a proclamation condemning Zermeno and say­ 
ing that he is tletermlned to support the ex­ 
isting government. 
Matamoros will pronounce notwithstanding 
if the revolutionists are at ail successful. 
The private telegraph line to Brownsville 
will be completed by the 15th proximo. I 
shall return to Monterey if possible. Men are 
out trying to repair the Mexican line, but their 
final success is doubtful.

ANOTHER RACE TO-DAY 


It would seem that tho yachting season is by no 
means at an end, and that before he leaves tho 
country tho uidusti lous and persevering owner of 
the Livonia Is bound to leave nothing undone to 
win fame for his stanch and ready craft. 
Not 
satisfied with the result of the series of international 
contests. Mr. Ashbury ye.sterday fulfilled his promise 
of “going It alone” over the course, and will repeat 
the perlormanco to-day. He already claims two 
races, 
and 
will 
of 
course request that the 
cup be handed over to him when bo shall have 
completed the fourth one. As tbe Racing Committee 
have inilmatcd that tho international races for the 
prize have already been decided m favor of the 
American yachts, they having won four out ot the 
seven coutests proposed, no further actiou will be 
taken in the matter. Mr. Ashbury intends to ap­ 
peal to some yachting congress in England about 
his grievances, and certainly no better pleader ever 
appeared before an intelUgent sporting body. 
With tho laudable desire of killing two birds with 
one stone—at times a difficult feat—6lr. Ashbury 
not only sailed over the coarse alone for tbe 
“Queen’s Cup,’’ but had a private match race with 
the Dauntless besides for a fifty guinea cup. This 
contest, bO it remembered, was altogether dlsttuci 
from any Inleruatlonal affair, and was la no way 
connected with the scries of races already deier- 
mlned.

The morning looked anything but favorable ror a 
yachting contest, and from all appearances it was 
not unlikely that the race would be postponed. 
From early dawn a drizzling rain, subsequently suc­ 
ceeded by a heavy mist, at first precluded the pos­ 
sibility of the inaich coming oil. 
Towards seven 
o’clock, however, a lively breeze sprung up, parUy 
dispelling the thick and murky haze that prevailerl. 
ano steamer Virginia Seymour was In waiting at the 
foot of Desbrosses street for tho Kaclng Committee, 
and at half-past seven she cleared for the anchorage 
ground at Staten Island. At that early hour in the 
ntomlzg every tiling looked perfectly stll I. A few 
yachts lay at a»chor, their occupauts being all be­ 
low.

The motion for a now trial in the Fair case came 
up to-day In tho supreme Court. The hearing was 
postponed tUI Saturday, November il.

steamers was reudored comparatively light. Tho 
Dauntless arrived In the vicinity of the l.ightsnip 
at a few minntes to eleven o’clock and the Livonia 
about five minutes later. Sails were hoisted with­ 
out muoh ado, aud as tbe breeze sprung up both 
vessels took a preliminary sklrmisn by way of a 
canter and then took up positions to the northward 
of the Lightship. The Livonia, wnlch looked In ex­ 
cellent trim, carried her usual display of canvas, 
including mainsail, foresail, square-headed topsails, 
staysail and Jib. The Dauntless was under inain- 
sall, foresail, working topsails, forestaysail. Jib and 
flying )ib, ButlUUo time was lost In completing 
the preliminary arrangements, and everyming hav­ 
ing been ilualiy settled lu a satisfactory manner the 
yachts prepaii»! for tho contest. 
THB START. 
The steamtng Leon was sent forth a* a markboat 
twenty miles to wmdward of the Lightship, and 
anchored off Bockaway beach. The Virginia Sey­ 
mour got in line with tbe Ughtshlp and stood to tbe 
eastward of it anout a quarter past eleven o’clock. 
The flag was lowerea at 11:41 A. M. as a signal to 
prepare, aud five miniues atterward a whistle was 
blown for the start, which, being a flying one, was 
recorded for the yachts, as under:—

The tide was on the last of the ebb, the wind 
pretty fresh from the east-northeast. A more beau- 
tifiil start could not nave been etrected. and both 
vessels passed the Lightship in splendid style, all the 
canvas set taking weiu The Hvonla ha.l of oourse 
a good lead and kept as closely as possible to the 
wind, while the DaunUcss followed en her weather 
quarter. The two yachts headed to the eastward 
and a regular stern chase ensued. The Dauntless 
slowly crawled up on her opponent, which, however, 
was evidently resolved not to allow the former the 
weather position. In tnts manner the coniestaiius 
sped along at a lively rate for nearly half an hour, 
uolthei gaining much to speak of, although the 
Dauutiess, changing her tactics, was gradually 
coming up to leeward. The race, so far, was not 
unlike that or the preceding day between the Sappho 
and Livonia, when the former failing to. or, rather, 
lieing prevented from eating up to windward, hand­ 
somely rushed past her adversary on the lee side. 
After a very Interesiing stretch the Dauntless tacked 
to the northward at 12:18 P. M., the Livonia almost 
immetllately following her example. Both vessels 
were now heading towards Long Island shore. The 
weather, excepting the conipanulvcly slight breeze 
that prevailed, was anything but encouraging, an d 
the prospects were decidedly worse. A heavy mist 
hung all around, and altogether the day was

R ic h m o n d , V»., Oct. 24, 1871. 
Tno CaroUntanot to-day couialns a letter wrlttoa 
by Adjutant General Gorman, of the State militia, 
giving a history of the unsuccessful campaign 
against tbe negro banditti in Kobeson county, who 
havo so long defied both tho State and national 
authorities. The letter makes four coluiuus. After 
receiving instructions from the Kxeoutlve to com- 
mcuce operations he repaired to Robeson eouuty, 
where be orgaulzed a company of State mlUli». 
He says:— 
OBNBBAL GORMAN’S NABRATIVB. 
I succeeded in obtaining two depleted companies 
Of Uulted States troops irum General Morgan, wlilcb 
together numbered uoariy ttity men. Geueral Mor- 
gau couseuted that they should go to Robeson 
couuly ouly ou comlltloii that the ciilzoos co-oper­ 
ated with them. When we arrived wo went imme­ 
diately into camp at Eureka, a railroad crossing im­ 
mediately in the district wherelu the robbers oper­ 
ated, aud awaited the coming of tho voluuteers, who 
wero collectlQg at Shoo Heel. On the following 
day some leu or twelve citizens 
Joined us, 
princlpall.v cou-sistlng of the baud of refugees, aud 
during the week loiluwing they were Joined by uiue 
more. These were all the volunteers we were over 
enabled to obtain, aud several of these were citizens 
of Klclunond county, and out of the entire number 
none knew any of thLs gang of robbers surtlcicutly 
well to tell them should we havo happened to have 
seen them lu the swamns. These voltinteers were 
promised In a few days, and with the force that was 
present we proceeded immediately to commence 
operations. 
PRACTICAL NKGRO BQUALITV. 
He then gives a description of tno country m 
which the outlaws live, their mixed breed and mode 
of living:—some two or three white men have mar­ 
ried mulatto women aad live ou places In the nulgli- 
bornood with their wives, and ore assistiug m tho 
funner mixture of tne race.

Tne volunteers or militia who first went into the 
field soon deserted the Adjutant General, and hla 
calls for others were but feebly aud uawillingly re­ 
sponded ta He obtained abont ninety In au, and 
with this force and tne oo-operaiion of tho United 
States troops, made several strategic movements. 
They were given three days’ rations and sent out 
under proper guides to certain points, out oa

Many of tne volun­ 
teers. however, became disheartened at the want of 
co-operaiion ou the part of the citizens, aud gradu­ 
ally abandoned tho enterprise, uutll during the lifth 
week only seven men. Including Colonels Wishart 
and Mciosan, remained with as. When this occurrc 1 
the troops aud their commander became auo dis­ 
heartened, and I was convinced that with only that 
number of volunteers, hurrtly sufficient to actas 
guides, their cffbris were friilUesa and would con­ 
tinue such; and having been sent there to act only 
when co-operation was ha«l by the cltlzena I re­ 
ported tho state of affatrs to tho commandlug 
officer of the department, who ordered their recall, 


Intufie the people of the sectton with some of my 
own determination aud confidence; bnt, .having 
uncased so many failures, they had become 
despondent and hopeless of success, and thus ne­ 
glected the best opportunity they had to rltl tne 
county of the bamlitil. That success would have 
crowned our efforts bad the white citizens actively

American Minister, Mr. Bassett, who opposed tb« 
demand, tho llaytleu Minister Ueclluetl.'to acoeffettp 
the request of the Hpanlsli uuiliorlties. The Horne* 
has boon fur the past six tuonths in tho harbor off 
Port au Prince uudcrgi lng repairs, bu* has boeib 
nntier the watch of several SjHtnlah mou-of-war vea> 
sels, who had aeicruiluea to prevent her escap» 
from that port, 
on tlio 27th of September the.' 
Swatara, an Aiocrtcan man-of-war, arrived at Port 
au Prince, and at the request of the captaliitef tiM 
Hornet tne communderof the Swatara offered to 
protect the lluraei from an attack on the part of 'thq 
Spaniards. At this time tho repairs of the H'imet 
liud been coinploted, and tho captain, wishing to 
try her engines, orderoil ateatn 10 be got up. tor tho 
purpose of proocedtiig up the bay. The Spaulatil» 
thought that she was

but, as tno swatara was present, no action wab 
taken by them to seize the Iloraot. The reason that 
the Spaniards guarded the Hornet was owing to 
tbe fact that she had'beeu tried In the Uavaua court 
and condemned as a pirate, ana they were urdereil 
to prevent her Icaviug Haytien waters. Aithoogg 
steam was got u]> on the Hornet she had no inten­ 
tion of leaving the port, as was afterwards proved 
by her returning luto the harbor of Port au Prlnoeu 
having gone as far os l*Drt Lamartine.

the 271U of Soptombf-r the Swatara left Port 
au Prince on a cruise, and tbe Hornet was 
again loft to shift for herself. Re)ieate<l demands 
were made by tiio commander of the Cliuruca for 
the deliveryjip oj ^Ihe lloruet 
giTvernmeut refi.Hed to“denoMuce’me Hornet as n 
pirate, while tho captam of tiie steamer also sent a 
lurmal notice to the Spaniards stating that he should 
hoid them resp>»n.sible for the detention of iiLs veasel 
and claim damages accordingly.

hand, the Spaulard.t luformed tho liayuen govern­ 
ment that they should hold them responsible for 
depre latluQs committed by (ae Hornet; bat they re­ 
plied that, as the Hornet was sailing under the 
Amencan flag, they had nothing whatever to do la 
the matter. 
The Uaytlen governraout relies Im­ 
plicitly upon substiiniliil aid from the United Statca 
governmeat m the event of an attempted selsarev 
lor the reason that they have not smilcieiit force to 
cope against the Spaiiiard.s. 
As the Hornet has 
been reoognlzed as an Amencan vessel it will now 
be seen whether the American government wlU

TO THR BBSCtTK OP THB HORNET,

raged. In order to get tbls assistance the Minister 
of Haytt, .Mr. .Stephen Preston, after receiving offi­ 
cial notice of the Hornef s trouble with the Span­ 
iards, loft this city last uight lor Washington to con- 
ter with tbe government ofllciafs there auu to get, 18 
possible, help from this quarter. Tiim same ves­

only plan offering a chance of success. 
The 


leading democratic organ of Missouri—ths St. 
Lvms Republican—propones substantially tho 
same experiment from tho same view of tbo 
situation. Thus the democratic party of tho 
Union are recommended to try the experiment 
for tho Presidency of a liberal republican 
movement, ticket and programme, against the 
regular radical ticket, the plan whereby tho 
democracy of Missouri have revolutionized 
that State. Our St. Louis contemporary con- 
tends that "(he radical party must be unseated 
at Washington, just as it was unseated in Mis- 
souri, by the democrats abstaining from a 
Presidential nomination, 
and leaving 
the 


nomination^ a ticket which they may sup- 
port to the librral element of ihe other party."

Since the com- 
mencement of the sorrows of the Holy Father, 
William, as King of Prussia and as Emperor 
of Germany, has uniformly acted and spoken 
as if he were a friead of the Holy See. 
It is 


not, therefore, wonderful that the Holy Father 
should look to tbe Emperor William, now that 
be finds himself ia a tight place. 


Ihe empire and the Papacy have always 


gone together. The Papacy was almost dead 
when Charlemagne, at the beginning of the 
ninth century, took it by the band. .Under 
the patronage of the great Charles the Pope 
became almost as mighty a* the Emperor. 
After the death of Charles, and when the em- 
pire was divided among his sons, the Papacy 
lost its power and sank into contempt.

tbe rise of the First Otbo and the establishment 
of tbe German empire, properly so called, rose 
again from its ashes the ruined Papacy. 
Under the Second CHho, who lost influence, 
and who permitted disunion, the Papacy again 
fell. The Third Otho made Rome the chief 
city of the empire, and threw around the Pa- 
pacy all the attractions of imperial splendor.
